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RESULTS  Of  A  FUNGICIDE  EXPERIMENT  FOR  BLIGHT 
TO  RICE  (FENG -LAI  RICE)  IN  1963

1.  Period  covered  by  experiment:  flrat  crop  for  1963 

2.  Experiment  location:  Mel -alien  In  Chal-I  Helen 

3.  Method  of  experiment: 

Plant  variety  tested:  Tal-chung  (Central  Taiwan)  No.  63 
Fungicides  tested:  a  total  of  18  chemicals  and  quick  lime 
Date  rice  aeedllngs  transplanted:  23  February 
Date  fungicides  applied: 

First  application:  3  April 
Second  application:  19  April 
Third  application:  17  May 
Fourth  application: 
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1.  The  experiment  fields  at  Mei-shen  were  Irrigated  with 
cold  water.  The  location  has  very  little  sunshine  and  subject 
to  much  dew  --  Ideal  for  blight  to  occur. 

2.  However,  there  was  no  rainfall  after  rice  seedllnga  had 
been  transplanted  for  this  first  crop  and  thare  was  much  sunshine. 
Climatic  factors  were  not  fevorable  to  blight. 

3.  To  Induce  the  Incidence  of  blight,  excessive  use  of 
nitrogen  fertilizer  and  water  drainage  during  the  peak  tillering 
stage  were  resorted  to. 

4.  The  results  of  blight  control:  pharmaceutical  calcium 
oxide  or  quick  lime,  Fu-*i -nung  wettable  powder,  Shun -me 1  Ku-nung 
suspension,  Fu-ml-mmg  tablets  etc.,  showed  marked  effectiveness.
